Tho committee, reported that when Mr. 
Shaffer appeared before it he declared 
that he had not at any time, cither in 
writing or otherwise, made any charges 
against 
Mr. Ciompers of infidelity 
to 


trades unionism :ior did he desire to be- 
fore the committee. 


r. J. Sheridan, who brought up in the 


eonvention the resolution which result- 


D>- in the investigation was also at thc 
li«u-iiig and war, asked if it was true 
that Mr. Shaffer had iniide any charges 
before the last convention or the iron, 
steel and tin workers against Mr. Gom- 
pers, and he replied that he had. Mr. 
Shalirr denied it. Mr. Sheridan ollcred 
to read the minutes of the meeting at 
whic.. the charges were said by him to 
have been made. .Mr. Shaffer objected 
to this, became the minutes were those 
PJ a secret meeting and if read hy Mr. 
Sheridan it would involve him in trouble 
with his own organization-for divulging 
the inner workings of the convention. 


'me convention decided that the ques- 


tion of veracity between Mr- Shaffer and 
Mr. Sheridan was »omet:iing with wliioh 
it had nothing to do and there being no 
charges again-a Mr. Gomper-. there wa* 
nothing to do but return a finding to 
tliat cfleet thtt Mr. Gompers WHS com- 
pletely exo:u-rat(.-d. This was done and 
the ivpuvt was adopted by the convcn- 
tinn. 


For the time being at least all opposi- 


tion to the election of President Gom- 
pers hud died out. Since the refusal _of 
James Lynch, of the Typographical Un- 
ion to run for the olrice, no further ef- 
fort has been nnide to secure a candi- 
date luir it is likely at the present time 
that there will be n rival candidate. 


The convention then entered upon an 


extended debute on the resolutions in- 
troduced by Victor L. Berger oi Milwau- 
kee, commuting the convention to the 
doctrines of r>ofialir-m.

Tnere are 
1 800 union men in a city or over ,y,000 
and berauao these pnltry few ask under 
threat that you perjure yourself you are 
willing to do so an against the interests 
of the balance of the population. >xni 
arc willing to perjure yourself because a 
set of men arc willing to blackmail, 
browbeat, threaten and conspire against 
you because you are obeying the dictates 
of vour conscience and the law of tlie 
state under which you live. Your own 
charter provides that all contracts shall 
be let to -the lowest responsible bidder 
and vet vou will obey the commands of 
thc paltry few constituting the unions of 
this city.

King 
of Belgium 
in Addressing 


Deputies Refers to Their Many 


Acts of Violence. . 


BRUSSELS, ?5ov. 20—King Leopold 


made a somewhat striking reply today 
to a deputation from the chamber, head- 
ed by the president, who presented his 
majesty with an.address of congratula- 
tion on his escape Saturday from the 
anarchist's bullet. .After thanking thc 
deputies the king continued: 


•'The times are very troubled. Agita- 


tors are constantly stirring up their fol- 
lowers to disturb-that order which is the 
guarantee of public libel-ties. Without 
order only license remains, which leads 
inevitably to despotism. These agitators 
find in their path firstly-the heads of the 
states. If they fail to reach them they 
attack their wives as in-the case of thc 
horrible drama at Geneva. Their blows 
are also aimed at ministers an in'the case 
of Senor Canovas and they also blow up 
the houses of private individuals. 


They want to intimidate us. but they 


will not succeed. Even if they struck 
down the head of thc state it would 
make no difTerenco as h» would soon, be 
rep-laced. In addition • to revolver shots 
ti.cy employ the pen which can write 
wuat calumnies they plcaee. I am near- 
ing the end of my life. I do not know 
bow long I shall live—how long they will 
let me live, but T can-assure you all the 
rest of my existence will be devoted 
within the limits of my extent powers 
to thc good of my country and the -pro- 
tection of its liberties-"

rebate of 22 and a. fraction cents a bar- 
rel on identically the same oil to a trans- 
fer corporation" which was owned, how- 
ever bv the Standard Oil company. But, 
strangest of all, he testified that this 
same rebate was paid to the Standard Oil 
company on every barrel of crude petrol-

And those woo do not 
know how, provided they are a part of 
the farm's wovkl'.i? force, are made to 
learn. Milking is a chore not requiring 
much strength and on the ordinary 
farm considered as not requiring great 
skill. If the cows have jny milk, the 
ordinary milker can set it. Wlm more 
is asked'

Almquist, a freshman in the engineering 
department of the University of Wiscon- 
sin who was shot yesterday by John Da- 
venport, a boarding house keeper, died 
today.

MADISON, Wis., Nov. 18.— A tragedy 


which had two victims was enacted at 2 
o'clock yesterday afterno.on in a student 
boarding club at 913 University avenue, 
opposite Ladies' haU, when John X Da- 
venport in a dispute with Carl Q. Alro- 
quist, tho steward of the club, shot and 
seriously wounded Almquist, attempted 
to shoot his wife, and then turned the 
gim on himself and sent a bullet into his 
own head. 


The trouble rose shortly after the din- 


ner hour, just after the students had left 
the table. 
Almquist had paid a grocer 


hill and was about to settle up the ac-' 
counts'of -the club with Mr*. Davenport, 
as was his custom on Monday. Daven- 
port' wanted the money paid to him in-^ 
stesd of his wife, but AlrnqniBt refused'' 
- 


to do this, as lie feared, that Davenport, . 
who for yearn hud been a hard drinker, 
would squander the -money: Mrs: Dav- 
enport and Almquifct stood close toggcth- 
er, a few feet away from Davenport No 
cue else was in the room. . 


On * final refusal by Alinquiat to pay 


the money to him Davenport said, "Wall 
?ettle this matter right here," and, draw- 
ing a revolver, flred quickly at Almquisi, 
the bullet striking him in the left breast 
above the heart. He then turned on his 
wife, who seized his hand and prevented 
him from discharging the weapon. In the 
scuffle slm escaped and ran to another 
.part of the house. Davenport thea plac- 
ed the gun to his own head and sent a 
bidlet into his brain, dying instantly.

Gompers has been completely exonerated 
of the charges of infidelity to the prin- 
ciples of trades unionism said to have 
ueen made by Theodore J. Shaffer,, pres- 
ident of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. The spec- 
ial committee whocli has conducted the 
investigation reported to that effect this 
morning before the convention of the 
Ataerican Federation of Labor. The 
charges against Mr- Gompers fell flat. 
The committee reported that when Mr. 
Shaffer appeared before it he declared 
that he had not at any time, either in 
writing or otherwise, made any charges 
against 
Mr. Gompers of infidelity 
to 


trades unionism nor did he desire to be 
fore the committee. 


P. J. Sheridan, u'ho brought up in the 


eonvention the resolution which result 
»„ in the investigation was also at the 
hearing and was asked if it was true 
that yd. Shaffer had made any charges 
before the last convention of the iron, 
steel and tin workers against ilr. Gom- 
pers, and he replied that he had. Mr. 
Shatter denied it. Mr. Sheridan offered 
to read the minutes of the meeting at 
whic.. the charges were said by him to 
have been made. Mr. Shaffer objected 
to this, because the minutes were those 
Oi a secret meeting and if read by Jlr 
Sheridan it would involve him in troubi'e 
with his own organization" for divulging 
the inner workings of the convention. 


inc convention decided that the ques- 


tion of veracity between Mr- Shaffer anil 
Mr. Sheridan was something with which 
it had nothing to do and there being no 
charges against Mr. Gompers. there was 
nothing to do but return a finding to 
that effect that Mr. Gompers was com- 
pletely exonerated. This was done and 
the report was adopted by the conven- 
tion. 


1'or the time being at least all opposi- 


tion to the election of President Gom- 
pers had died out. Since the refusal of 
James Lynch, of the Typographical Un- 
ion to run for the office, no further ef- 
fort has been made to secure a candi- 
date nor it is likely at the present time 
that there will be a rival candidate. 


The convention then entered upon an 


extended debate on the resolutions in- 
troduced by Victor L. Berger of Milwau- 
kee, 
committing the convention to the 


doctrines of socialism. The 
committee 


on resolutions reported as a similar com- 
mittee had reported that the principles 
of trades union movement contain all 
that is necessary at the present time for 
the, advancement of the working men of 
the country. 


Delegate Hayes took the floor in de- 


fense of his amendment as did Berger, 
Ward, Brower and Sherman, fn opposi- 
tion to the amendment and In favor of 
the report were Delegates D. A. Hayes, 
Vice President Duncan, Lewis Duffy and 
others. 


Delegate Wilson proposed to amend the

the debate proceeded-

there rest* upon you a. great responsibilr 
ity and you have sworn: to protect the 
interests" of all alike. You have -sworn 
to abide by the constitution of the state 
and *to be governed by the charter gov- 
erning our city. Tho first provision of 
the constitution of our state provides 
for the protection of all alike and allows 
of no discrimination of any kind. 
You 


are asked to frame a law to protect the 
labor union as against all others. Kind- 
ly look at what this means. There are 
1,800 
union men in a city or over 33,000, 


and because these paltry few ask under 
threat that you perjure yourself you are 
willing to do so as against the interests 
of the balance of the population. You 
are willing to perjure yourself because a 
set 
of men are willing to blackmail, 


browbeat, threaten and conspire against 
you because yon are obeying the dictates 
of your conscience and the law of tha 
state under which yon live. Your own 
charter provides that all contracts shall 
be let to -the lowest responsible bidder 
and yet you will obey the commands of 
the paltry few constituting the unions of 
this city. 


Whv should not the red haired men of 


the city ask you to provide a law mak- 
ing it illegal"to let a contract to none 
other 
than 
red . headed men? Why 


should not the Jews ask that you make 
it legal to let contracts to 'no one but 
their kind? You have as'rh'uch legal or 
constitutional right to pass such a law. 
This matter is unpleasant,-but duty:is 
duty, and law is law, and you cannot 
well dodge it when you swear to obey 
it and manage the city's affairs under its 
provisions. You may think these paltry 
few a power, but it does not justify you 
to perjure yourself and throw to the 
winds the rights and protection of about 
30,000 people- 


Supremo courts of three states have 


pa.ssed upon the very issue you have be- 
fore you and all pronounce such a move 
as interfering with the rights and pro- 
tection of a large majority or our peo- 
ple. If your business or your personal 
political "ambitions do not permit you to 
vote legally upon this question, have the 
manhood and honor to resign, but don't 
jeopardize the interests of so large a 
body as is outside of the unions. Suits 
enough have been thrust upon our city 
by previous persons filling your places 
by illegal and unwise resolutions, and 1 
beg of you do not further complicate the 
situation by passing such a measure so 
contrary to law and against the best in- 
terest ot our citizen?. Bulldozing, black- 
mail, conspiracy, strike and other unlaw- 
ful acts ought not to govern you or al- 
low you to be swerved from your duty.

FREIGHT RATES TO INCREASE 


•Advance in Wiifi<*9 Will Came Railroads t« 


1 
Make SnippersPoy tbe Difference; 
" > . - 


STE\V "tQSK,.-Nov. 10.—The question 


of an increase in.freight rates is being 
very carefully considered by railway of- 
ficials throughput the country. President 
Eamscy of the Wabash, has made a for- 
mal statement outlining his views, which 
are to 
the. effect that the 
railroads' 


should, increase rates .on certain classes of 
freight in order that .the wages of em- 
ployes might be raised. 


He said that had the company made 


an increase in its payrolls this year it 
would ha.ve had a. deficit as a result. He 
admits an increase in the cost of living 
of amployes, but he said the same applies 
to the railroads. The cost of living for 
railroads has largely increased without 
any increase in the rates of pay received 
for doing the work. 


It ig recognized-by railroad men that 


an advance in wages is inevitable. Where 
these advances are not made voluntarily 
or in response to the demands of em- 
ployes, it is a practical certainty that 
strikes will result. 
While the 
matter 


has only recently come .to the attention 
of the public a -number of railroad com- 
panies have been quietly putting up the 
wages of .its men, and on many lines a 
readjustment of salaries-is now in-pro- 
gress which will result in a considerable' 
increase in the rate of pay. In round 
figures, 630,000 men will get an annual 
increasevaggregating $17,000,000. 


Nineteen railroads arc 
included 
in 


those that will grant the increa.se. .The 
movement for increased wages is 
the 


most stupendous in the history 
of the 


country. The total payrolls of the rail- 
roads today foot up nearly $750,000,000.

broken, but that death resulted from in- 
ternal injuries. 


The body was brought- to this city. It 


was later learned that Mr. Ortel came to 
Kacine yesterday with a load of oats, 
Bold them, purchased groceries and after 
dark started for home. The night was 
very dark. When 
Hood's Creek 
was j 


reached, the horses, in 
some manner 


went over a ten foot embankment, the 
•wagon capsized and Mr. OrM was killed. 
After the wagon went over the horses 
did not apparently move six feet. 


Later in the night, the wife and sons 


of Mr. Ortel were notified and they came 
•to the city and made -arrangements with 
the undertakers to prepare the body for 
burial and to remove it to the farm. 


This morning- an inquest.was held and 


after the testimony was heard, a verdict 
was Tendered that Mr. Ortel came to his 
death accidentally. 


Mr. Ortel was n. German, 65 years old, 


jvnd had been a resident of this county 
for nearly forty years. He was well 
known in the northwestern part of the 
county and liked. 
A wife and several 


grown children survive him. 


The verdict rendered by the jury is 


as follows: 


We the jury, from

hand, find that Charles Ortel came to his

The documents show that the number 


of children over four and- under twenty 
years of age in the county is 5,579; num- 
ber who have attended public school, 
3,257; number between seven and four- 
teen in towns and villages, 2,929; be- 
tween the ages of seven and fourteen, 
svho have attended public school twelve 
weeks, or more 2,131; between seven and 
fourteen, who have 
attended 
private 


schools, twelve weeks 
or more, 426; 


there are 362 children in Racine county 
outside the city of Racine, between the 
ages of seven and fourteen, who have 
not attended any public school, twelve 
weeks or more, as the law requires. 


In the county -there 
are 
seventy-six j 


school districts and when the schools are 
all in session, there are ninety-five teach- 
ers, eleven male and eighty-four female. 
During the year juiit past, $4,614^ was 
paid for the services of male teachers and 
824,521.37 for female teachers, making a 
•total expenditure for teachers 
service 


alone, '$29,135.73, leaving a balance on 
hand June 30th, 1902 of 516,503.36. Av- 
erage amount expended for each child 
of school age, $7.78. Amount expended 
for building and repairs, $4,093.50. There 
are four graded schools in the county 
Pixty-one districts have adopted a list 
of text books as the law requires. 


The district libraries were never 
in 


better shape. Nearly 
$000 worth of 


books are purchased every year. There 
are six schools that have less than six- 
teen pupils each; twelve that have less 
than twenty-one, and twenty-seven that 
have less than twenty-six pupils. 


On account of the small enrollment- in 


so many districts, a 
consolidation ;'is 


deemed advisable. The 
superintendent 


laments that the wages of our teachers 
is insufficient. In the county, there are 
fifteen teachers, who receive not'! less 
than twenty or more than twenty-five 
dollars a month; there 
are fifty-three 


teachers who receive thirty dollars or 
less. 


The report concludes with thanking the 


board of supervisors for uniform cour- 
tesy, etc.

"There are trusts which have secured 


privileges and powers by which they are 
enabled, at pleasure, to crush competition 
and one of the powers is derived from 
discrimination in railroad rates. For ex- 
ample, a few years ago a vice president 
of one of the greatest of our railroad 
systems, in testifying before a master in 
chancery, said that his rqsd had paid the 
Standard Oil company rebates of from 
44 to 04 cents a barrel on crude petrol- 
eum shipped from his state to the sea- 
shore, and in addition had paid another 
rebate of 22 and a fraction cents a bar- 
rel on identically the same oil to a trans- 
fer corporation which was owned, how- 
ever, by the Standard Oil comps.ny. But, 
strangest of all, he testified that this 
same rebate was paid to the Standard Oil 
company on every'barrel of crude petrol- 
eum shipped over that, road by another 
producer 


MILLIONS IN REBATES. 


"He testified that the year before ttte 


rebates paid by his road too the Standard 
Oil 
company on this.oil amounted i -to 


more than $11,500 a day, or more than 
$3,500,000 for that year. The witness 
who testified to this is now the president 
of a great railroad system. He declared 
that in the previous eighteen months the 
trunk roads paid the Standard Oil com- 
pany in rebates more than $10,000,000. 
It is not strange, is it, that this company 
was able, as it pleased, to drive competi- 
tors out of business or into bankruptcy. 
The fact that oil has decreased in price 
since that time has nothing to do with 
the justice of this system. In any event 
oil would have been bound to decrease in 


citizens pays §40,000 a year in freight 
charges and'the trust pays $10,000 of 
$15,000 or $20,000 in freight charges for 
the same amount of business, this ad- 
vantage .is great enough in the Icng run 
to enable the trust, when it pleases, to 
destroy "a competitor. And, it.ought to 
be remembered, this advantage is not 
only exclusive but it is permanent. With 
this advantage; the trust cannot only 
stifle competition today but it can, if it 
chooses, stifle it forever, or at least -until 
something is invented to take the place 
of the railroads for transportation pur- 
poses. 
SMALL CORPORATIONS CRUSHED. 
"Business consists of production and 


distribution. A small corporation might 
possibly produce as cheaply as the trust, 
but if ths trust can' distribute its pro- 
ducts aiid reach the consumer at one-half 
or one-third what :it costs the smaller 
corporation to distribute its goods and 
reach.the consumer, then the small cor- 
poration must go to the wall, whenever 
the trust chooses to drive it there. 


"Now, as to the remedy, I am inclined 


to the opinion that, under present con- 
ditions, a pooling law, carefully, strongly 
guarded with ample authority of govern- 
ment supervision, is the most immediate- 
ly feasible, practicable remedy. Honest- 
ly enforced, as it could be, it would af- 
ford reasonable rates, something greatly 
to be desired, and best of all, equality in 
rates."

In or- 
der that an apparatus should be-as near 
as possible in the same condition as it 
would be if used in case of shipwreck, it 
was weighted with sand bags, which, 
with four men who were in the 
globe 


made the weight equivalent to that of 
twenty men and thirty days provisions.

The strong wind raised terrific seas.

FUGHT MILKING. 
' 
- 


Certain Prtncipica Mnnt Ee 'tln*or» 


ntood and Closely FoIloWe*. _ . . 


- A mnrter of fttrin economy often 
overlooked is that of right milking. 
Anybody on the, farm who can squeeze 
a stream of milk out of a eow's teat is 
set at the task. And those who do not 
know how; provided they are, a part of 
the fdrni'3 working force, are made to 
learn. Milking its a chore not requiring 
much strength and on the ordinary 
farm considered as not requiring great 
skill. If the cows have any milk, tUe 
ordinary milker can get it What more 
is asked? 


">Vneu butter i:;'sold for 12 cents psr 


pound, there is no incentive to paius- 
taklmr. .milking, but where niili-. or but- 
ter has become one of the farm's staple 
products care in milliing is worth 
while. The large number of cows on 
some farms, to Vie sure, requires all the 
help available, bat the youngsters and 
inexperienced men should be well 
taught before they become regular 
helpers. 


Ttie first principle cf teaching should 


be cleanliness. A milker with clothes, 
so grimy that particles of dirt and dust 
fall into the milk and whose hands 
could be benefited by soapsuds needs 
a'lesson; ditto the person who sticks 
bis fingers into the mill; pail or milks 
on his bauds so as to \vet the cows' 
teats. In addition to cleanliness on tha 
part of the milker care in thoroughly, 
brushing off the cows' udders she-aid 
be insisted upon and pardcular ears 
that eithor through kicking, switching 
or otherwise none of the stable's Oltli 
gets iuto the milk. The best way to 
guard against sucti accidents is to have 
tbe stable clean. 


After cleanliness comes efficiency. It 


Includes good ways of holfiins the teat, 
rapidity and thoroughness of milking. 
The teat, i£ not too sbort sliould be 
grasped with the whole band, the in- 
dex finger and thumb pressing, as tlio 
hand closes, a little more firmly thau 
the lower fiyg-ers, thus forcing the milk: 
downward instead of upward. Milking 
witli tbe tiiutub and one or two fingers, 
slipping taem down the teat, is to be 
condemned; since it is neither quicker 
nor easier thnn the -whole hand wnj; 
and oils for the Slthy practice of wet- 
ting the teats. TuorougSuess means 
getting the last aud richest drop. It is 
necessary .to milk dry, all dairymen 
know, if the cow is to be kept up witli 
her milk. Eapidity of milking, unless 
it be violent, stimulates the milk flow. 


Finally comes the trcatmeut of the 


cow. 
It is of great Importance, with 


the nervous cow perhaps of first impor- 
tance. Singing e£ a boisterous kind, 
whistling, chattering, loud talking, to 
gay nothing of rough handling, certain- 
ly does not isake the cow more com- 
fortable acd therefore cannot be con- 
ducive to a full, steady flow of milk. 
And do not treat the cow to au indif- 
ferent milker every day and to irregu- 
lar hours ot milking. ;Because of mere 
changing about of milkers we have 
frequently noticed in herds of fifteen 
or twenty cows ,\ decrease of 10 per 
cent in n day's milk. Let each cow be- 
come, acquainted with fier milker and 
let tbe milker stick by her. 


All of fhese things—cleanliness, effi- 


ciency a'nd,c'Arefnl'.treatiaeDt of the 
cow—are mntters'pf economy, for if alt 
the cow has isjto be;sot from her and 
tire product i8';to'be'*iaB.rVet£<l in first 
class.style they mustfreceive attention. 
They must be- taogbt'the neTir milkers.
